The o rder leav es fiv e defen d­ 
an ts to face charg es in the 
main co v er-u p trial schedu led 
to beg in Tu esday . 
A sep arate req u est fro m Stra­ 
chan that the co n sp iracy , o b­ 
stru ctio n o f ju stice, an d p erju ry 


charg es ag ain st him be dis­ 
missed was den ied 
witho u t 
p reju dice by Sirica. 
The fact that the mo tio n was 
den ied witho u t p reju dice mean s 
Strachan can raise the issu e 
ag ain later. 
The sep arate trial fo r Stra­ 
chan is based u p o n a sp ecial le­ 
g al p ro blem. The o n e-time p er­ 
so n al assistan t to White Ho u se 
chief o f staff H. R. Haldeman 
claims the ev iden ce u sed to in -

Strachan ’s atto rn ey has said 
Strachan was p ro mised immu n ­ 
ity fro m p ro secu tio n in ex ­ 
chan g e fo r testimo n y befo re a 
Waterg ate g ran d ju ry .

The g ran d ju ry that in dicted 
the men last March 1 also 
v o ted to n ame then -Presiden t 
Nix o n as a co -co n sp irato r. 


Nix o n has been su bp o en aed 
as bo th a p ro secu tio n an d de­ 
fen se witn ess bu t his health has 
p u t his ap p earan ce at the trial 
in do u bt. 
The trial, o n e o f the mo st 
widely p u blicized in leg al his­ 
to ry , has attracted n ewsmen 
fro m all o v er the wo rld. Co u rt 
o fficials said that 135 o rg an ­ 
izatio n s hav e ap p lied fo r the 65 
media seats av ailable. 
This will be the seco n d Wa­ 


terg ate ro lated trial fo r bo th 
Mitchell an d Ehrlichman . 
Mitchell was acq u itted earlier 
this y ear o f charg es he did p o ­ 
litical fav o rs in retu rn fo r a 
$200,000 camp aig n co n tribu tio n 
fro m fu g itiv e fin an cier Ro bert 
Vesco .

A medical bu lletin p rep ared 
by do cto rs at the Bethesda, 
Md., n av al ho sp ital said Mrs. 
Fo rd “has had so me mild tem ­ 
p eratu re elev atio n , ty p ical o f a 
p o st-o p erativ e co u rse.” 
They said “all labo rato ry 
data an d v ital sig n s are within 
n o rmal limits,” an d said Mrs. 
Fo rd “has been sittin g in a 
chair an d walkin g fo r sho rt in ­ 
terv als an d is takin g flu ids this 
mo rn in g .” 
Ex amin atio n o f tissu es re­ 
mo v ed in Satu rday ’s o p eratio n 
will sho w ho w far the can cer 
sp read in the breast an d wheth­ 
er an y o ther tissu es are in ­ 
v o lv ed. 
On the basis o f these tests the 
do cto rs will determin e fu tu re 
treatmen t an d estimate Mrs.

Mrs. Fo rd is ex p ected to be 
ho sp italized fo r at least 
10 
day s, an d White Ho u se aides 
say it is q u estio n able whether 
the Presiden t will make an y 
o u t-o f-to wn sp eeches du rin g 
that p erio d. 
Also p laced in q u estio n by his 
wife’s illn ess is Fo rd’s p lan s to 
make 25 o r mo re sp eeches in 
behalf o f Rep u blican can didates 
in the two weeks p rio r to n ex t 
mo n th’s electio n s. 
As he en tered Bethesda Nav ­ 
al Medical Cen ter Su n day n ig ht 
to v isit with Mrs. Fo rd, the 
Presiden t was asked abo u t his 
camp aig n p lan s. 
“We hav en ’t lo o ked bey o n d 
n ex t week,” he rep lied. 
Then he was asked abo u t a 
rep o rt that his wife’s illn ess 
has cau sed him to reco n sider 
his ten tativ e p lan s to ru n fo r a 
fu ll term as Presiden t in 1976. 
The resp o n se was n early iden ti­ 
cal: ‘ We hav en ’t tho u g ht be­ 
y o n d n ex t week.” 
White Ho u se aides say the 
Presiden t’s p o litical schedu le 
will hin g e o n the p ace o f Mrs. 
Fo rd’s reco v ery . Bu t they ac­ 
kn o wledg e that ev en bet o re her 
ho sp italizatio n , Mrs. Fo rd was 
co o l to the idea o f her hu sban d 
sp en din g man y mo re y ears in 
p u blic life.

er essen tial p u rp o ses. 
If g aso lin e co n su mp tio n mu st 
be cu rtailed, the o n ly fair way 
to do it wo u ld be thro u g h ratio ­ 


n in g , Man sfield added. 
A White Ho u se so u rce had 
said earlier that Fo rd is co n sid­ 
erin g an in crease in the federal 
tax o n g aso lin e o f an y where 
fro m 10 to 20 cen ts a g allo n . 
“We kn o w the p u blic wo n ’t be 
hap p y abo u t this an d we can ’t 
be su re Co n g ress will g o 
alo n g ,” the so u rce said.

The two sen ato rs were to en d 
their three-day v isit to day . 
Pell said the meetin g with 
Castro was “fran k, warm an d 
frien dly ,” bu t n either sen ato r 
wo u ld say why he believ ed an 
imp ro v ed climate between the 
two co u n tries may be in the o f­ 
fin g . 
Jav its said amo n g the issu es 
raised du rin g the meetin g were 
Cu ban attemp ts to ex p o rt rev o ­ 
lu tio n , the statu s o f n in e Ameri­ 
can p o litical p riso n ers o n the 
islan d an d American p ro p erty 
taken o v er by the Castro g o v ­ 
ern men t. 
Twen ty -ho u rs earlier, Castro

Bu t the u n der­ 
ly in g cau ses o f Sp in o la’s dep ar­ 
tu re were basic disag reemen ts

Cos t-of-liv ing hik e 
buffe r to infla tion

The so aring, gnawing inflatio n 
that has jus so brutally by the neck 
also has ano ther side mo re salutary 
than we may kno w. 
Mo re than 50 millio n Americans 
auto matically get so m e co st-o f-liv - 
irrg pro tectio n. 
If the Department o f Labo r’s o ffi­ 
cial Co nsumer Price Index go es up, 
their wages, o ld-age benefits, etc., 
go up with it. Fam ilies eligible fo r 
fo o d stam ps draw increased allo t­ 
m ents as well. 
This pro tectio n no w go es to abo ut 
29 millio n So cial Security recipients, 
13 millio n fo o d stam p recipients, 5.1 
millio n wage earners, two millio n 
retired military and federal em ­ 
plo y es .6 millio n retired po stal em ­ 
plo y es, etc. In additio n, v ario us pri­ 
v ate co ntracts inv o lv e rent, ro y alty 
pay m ents and a wide asso rtm ent o f 
o ther adjustments. 
Amo ng wage earners the largest 
gro up are the m em bers o f the United 
Auto Wo rkers Unio n These to tal 1.3 
millio n. They get an additio nal 1 
cent per ho ur ev ery tim e the Co n­ 
sum er Price Index clim bs *4 o f 1 per 
cent. 
During the past 26 y ears this ad­ 
justm ent alo ne has meant an addi­ 
tio nal $1.9 6 per ho ur to UAW m em ­ 
bers. That $1.9 6 is nearly a third o f 
the av erage auto wo rker’s ho urly 
wage. A m em ber who wo rked a 40- 
ho ur week during the perio d has 
earned $32,6 50 mo re than he wo uld 
o therwise witho ut this escalatio n. 
Fam ilies eligible fo r fo o d stam ps 
draw increased allo tm ents as well. 
Fo o d stam ps (federal funds) are 
also used to subsidize strikers who 
hav e v o luntarily left their jo bs in a 
labo r dispute, altho ugh this is large­ 
ly unkno wn to o ur public. Fo o d 
stam ps are so ld to strikers at $4.50 
fo r $10 wo rth o f stam ps. The $5.50 
giv en by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment to make up the difference 
co m es fro m o ur tax pay ers. 
Pro tectio n no w go es, o v erall, to 
abo ut 29 millio n So cial Security re­ 
cipients. 
This is a big co untry and these 
so mewhat-pro tected 50 millio n peo 
pie represent, at best, less than 23 
per cent o f the po pulatio n. A full 77 
per cent gro w pro gressiv ely po o rer 
in the cruel inflatio n, as if caught in 
an iro n v ise 
Their security fo lds up like a deck 


chair and hits the flo o r. 
Amo ng these millio ns in the 77 
per cent, all citizens liv ing o n a pen­ 
sio n, annuity , retirement benefits, 
life-insurance pay ments o r any fix ed 
inco me, 
sav ings-bo nd-redemptio n 
v alue, sav ings bank nest egg, etc., 
will be brutally reduced by abo ut 
o ne-third in o nly three o r fo ur y ears. 
This represents a mo ney spasm 
which—in the ex trem e—is v ery v iv ­ 
id to me. 


I was in Germany during the ho r­ 
rible mo ney spasm in 19 23. As a stu­ 
dent o f eco no m ics at the Univ ersity 
o f Virginia, I went abro ad that sum ­ 
mer to study the German perfo rm­ 
ance first hand 
Stand beside an o ld man, a bus 
co nducto r, I talked with in Berlin. 
He had wo rked in America fo r 12 
y ears as a switchman o n the Unio n 
Pacific Railro ad. He made his ho me 
in Omaha. He’d sav ed $3,(XX) o ut o f 
his 12y ears’ pay . 


When he returned fro m Omaha to 
Germany he had to change his 
$3,000, 
o f co urse, 
into 
German 
marks. Time went by and there he 
was, talking with me o n the bus, and 
the purchasing po wer o f his 12 y ears’ 
wo rk in o ur co untry wo uldn’t pur­ 
chase a single m eal—wo uldn’t pur­ 
chase a sandwich and a cup o f co f­ 
fee. 
The difference is entirely a m at­ 
ter o f degree. Mo ney is wo rth pre­ 
cisely what it will buy . The sav ings 
o f a lifetim e, the hard-earned accu­ 
mulatio ns made with so m etim es ag­ 
o nizing sacrifices, buy less and less 
each mo nths no w that these fruits o f 
a lifetim e are needed. 
This includes the majo rity o f o ur 
senio r citizens. And senio r citizens 
are no w a larger pro po rtio n o f 
Am erica’s po pulatio n than ev er be­ 
fo re. 
Mo re than 4,000 Americans a day 
are reaching 6 5. The state o f Flo ri­ 
da, fo r ex am ple, has 9 9 0,000 eligible 
v o ters 6 5 o r o v er This is the largest 
percentage o f any state in the unio n, 
hut it is still no t unty pical in its ratio . 
When President Fo rd zero ed in 
o n inflatio n as Public Enemy No . 1, 
challenged the Co ngress to sto p the 
o v erspending and called the regio n­ 
al eco no mic co nferences that culm i­ 
nated in Washingto n, he struck at 
the co re o f the future o f the United 
States.

The Fo rd adm inistratio n’s rejec­ 
tio n o f a tempo rary $10.1-millio n 
mo nthly subsidy to the financially

Airway s sits well with mo st peo ple. 
If there’s o ne thing Americans wo n’t 
to lerate it’s the co ddling o f capital­ 
ists. (The co ntro v ersial $100-millio n 
go v ernm ent-guaranteed lo an to 
Lo ckheed Aircraft a few y ears ago 
was 
merely 
the 
ex ceptio n 
that 
pro v es this rule.) 
Fo r all o ur dedicatio n to the 
“ may - the - better - co mpany - win" 
and ‘‘no - special - treatment - fo r - 
any o ne’’ philo so phy o f free enter­ 
prise, we are strangely indifferent to 
the my riad o ther way s the go v ern­ 
ment interferes with the no rmal 
co mpetitiv e functio ning o f the m ar­ 
ketplace that we so much ex to l. 
In the case o f the airlines, it is 
certainly a legitim ate functio n o f 
go v ernment, thro ugh the Federal 
Av iatio n Administratio n, to estab­ 
lish 
and enfo rce 
certain 
safety 
standards. But the go v ernment no t 
o nly do es this but, thro ugh the Civ il 
Aero nautics Bo ard, tells the airlines 
what ro utes they may fly , ho w o ften 
they may fly and ho w much they 
may charge fo r tickets. They can’t 
ev en lo wer the priv e o f a ticket with­ 
o ut CAB permissio n. 
Speaking 
o f 
airlines, 
go v ern­ 
ments and subsidies, mo st peo ple 
wo uld be surprised to learn ho w 
much the go v ernment already sub­ 
sidizes the airlines. Fo reign airlines, 
that is. Co rrectio n—ho w much they , 
as tax pay ers, subsidize fo reign air­ 
lines. 
So me ‘‘fo r instances’’ are as no t­ 
ed by a Pan Am flight engineer: 
Pan Am gets 25 per cent o f the 
po stage fo r fly ing a letter to To ky o . 
If the letter go es by J apan Air lines, 
J AL gets 7 5 per cent. 
When Pan Am, a priv ate co mpa­ 
ny , bo ught its fleet o f 7 47 s, it had to 
o btain priv ate financing at 11 per 
cent interest. J apan Air lines, being 
the carrier o f a "po o r” natio n, was 
able to bo rro w fro m the Wo rld Bank 
at 3 per cent. 
Each tim e a Pan Am 7 47 lands in 
Australia, the airline has to pay a 
landing fee o f abo ut $3,500. When 
(jantas, the Australian flag carrier, 
lands a 7 47 in San Francisco , it pay s 
a landing fee o f $237 . 
Pan Am is to ld it is to ugh beans if 
it canno t co mpete with the airlines 
o f o ther co untries, ev ery o ne o f 
which 
is 
go v ernment-o wned and 
subsidized. Yet at the sam e tim e it is 
pro hibited by its o wn go v ernment 
bo th fro m dro pping 
unpro fitable 
o v erseas ro utes and fro m o ffering 
serv ice o n the mo re lucrativ e do ­ 
m estic o nes. 
This is free enterprise?

Fo r the wo man with a pro blem 
pregnancy , who is co nfused and has 
no place to turn, there are a v ariety 
o f o rganizatio ns av ailable to her 
with little o r no co st. 
One such o rganizatio n is Birth­ 
right, which o ffers her enco urage­ 
ment to hav e the baby and helps her 
to find the financial and medical as­ 
sistance to do so . 
Birthright o ffers her co unseling, 
appro priate aid and the assistance 
she needs. 
This may include tempo rary em ­ 
plo y ment, a ho me fo r her to liv e in, 
medical care, and referral to ado p­ 
tio n agencies, if she desires. 
Similar o rganizatio ns to Birth­ 
right are PHD (Preserv e Human 
Dignity ) and Lifeline. 
Trained co unselo rs listen to the 
wo man’s co ncerns and o ffer her the 
assistance she needs. They may in­ 
clude any thing fro m legal adv ice to 
family and marriage co unseling. 
They also help her with any fi­ 
nancial pro blems she may hav e. 
So me ho spitals, such as St. Ther­ 
esa Ho spital in Waukegan, are help­ 
ing the pregnant wo man with po si­ 
tiv e so lutio ns to her so cial pro blems. 
This ho spital o ffers the wo man a 
residence during her pregnancy and 
emplo y ment in the ho spital so that 
she can pay medical ex penses and 
her rent. 
The girls wo rk as ho usekeepers, 
nurses aides, X-ray technicians, and 
secretaries. The pro gram also in­ 
cludes classes in prenatal care and 
child care. 
Such o rganizatio ns co ntribute to 
a healthier o utlo o k fo r bo th the 
mo ther and her child If she desires, 
she can seek the help and assistance 
o f these pro grams ready and willing 
to ex tend a helping hand

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Presi­ 
dent Fo rd is in danger o f beco ming a 
priso ner o f his White Ho use staff. 
Altho ugh o ld friends get thro ugh 
to him, the staff lim its the Presi­ 
dent’s co ntacts, taking care to re­ 
strict tho se who will o ppo se plans 
they fav o r. They pro gram his m o v e­ 
ments in a way to influence his ac­ 
tio ns and decisio ns o r keep him so 
busy he do es no t hav e tim e to inten­ 
siv ely questio n 
their 
judgments. 
They bring back wo rd fro m the bu­ 
reaucracy that things they do no t 
want do ne canno t be do ne o r they 
pro duce ev idence o f a public co nsen­ 
sus fo r pro grams they fav o r. 
This scenario is no t 
new 
o f 
co urse. To an impo rtant ex tent, 
Presidents Kennedy , J o hnso n, Nix ­ 
o n and Eisenho wer to o , were priso n­ 
ers. President Franklin Ro o sev elt, 
o riginato r o f the White Ho use staff 
sy stem , escaped impriso nment pri­ 
marily because he was adept at 
play ing o ne man against ano ther. 
President Truman was partly suc­ 
cessful because he delegated so 
much autho rity to cabinet o fficers. 
Ev en the mo st willful staff—and Mr. 
Truman had that—co uld no t serio us­ 
ly affect mo st decisio ns. 
Mr. Fo rd’s situatio n appears to 
be wo rse than that o f his predeces­ 
so rs, with the po ssible ex ceptio n o f 
Mr. J o hnso n. 
When Ro o sev elt set up the mo d­ 
ern White Ho use staff sy stem y ears 
back, the mo v e was hailed by ex ­ 
perts as sav ing the presidency . The 
pro blem then, as no w, was that the 
federal bureaucracy had beco me so 
large, unwieldy and entrenched that 
it mo v ed under its o wn po wer with 
little regard to the president—any 
president—o r his wishes. 
The White Ho use staff thus was 
created to pro v ide the president with 
men and wo rpen ex pert eno ugh to 
penetrate that bureaucracy , find o ut 


where the lev ers were and get the 
actio n the president wanted. They 
were also to giv e the president inde­ 
pendent v iewpo ints o n pro po sals 
fro m the departments and bureaus. 
Things didn’t wo rk o ut that way . 


Mr. Kennedy was fo rced to make 
endruns aro und his o wn staff. He 
spent a great deal o f time putting his 
o wn men into key po sts up and do wn 
the line in the majo r departments. 
He then dealt with them. This tech­ 
nique, curio usly eno ugh was at­ 
tempted by Mr. Nix o n’s chief assist­ 
ants, H. R. Haldeman and J o hn Er- 
lichman with quite unfo rtunate re­ 
sults. Mr. J o hnso n relied o n a ho st o f 
perso nal co ntacts he had built up in 
his y ears as an influential senato r. 


It was clear to Presidents Kenne­ 
dy , Truman and J o hnso n that the 
White Ho use staff had beco me a 
mini-bureaucracy o n its o wn with a 
mo mentum difficult to co ntro l and 
heav y with v ested interests. The 
pro blem is heav y ev en when a presi­ 
dent o f o ne party is succeeded by a 
president fro m the o ppo sitio n.

The y 
ma y hold a child ba ck in school 
a nd le a rning, or ma ke it da n­ 
ge rous in crossing stre e ts. 
Whe n a child goe s off to 
school, he usua lly ha s some e ye 
te sts, a nd some schools do this 
pe riodica lly. 
For the pre school child, the 
pe dia tricia n or othe r physicia n 
ma y pick up fa ulty vision. And 
you ca n do some te sting your­ 
se lf by obse rva tion or othe r 
me thods. One wa y is the Home

One common 
trouble , for e x a mple , is “ la z y 
e ye ,” me a ning tha t one e ye 
doe sn’t work a s we ll a s the oth­ 
e r; it goofs off. It ca n be come 
progre ssive ly la z ie r or we a ke r. 
Most ca se s of la z y e ye , or a m­ 
blyopia a s it is ca lle d, ca n be 
corre cte d by putting a pa tch 
ove r the child’s good e ye for a 
month or so, putting IT on va ­ 
ca tion while the la z y e ye ha s to 
do the work. 
And how doe s the world look 
in colors? Only e ye te sts will 
show whe the r a child is color 
blind. It is not uncommon. 


It u.sed to be that children ol 
ten went all the way to kinder­ 
garten. or later, before they ev­ 
er had eye tests, says Dr. Har­ 
old Spalter of Columbia Univer­ 
sity’s College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, wln> is secretary of 
the Science Advisory Panel of 
Research to Prevent Blindness. 


Dr. Spa lte r cre dits the public 
e duca tiona l te le vision pro­ 
gra m, “ Se sa me Stre e t,” with 
giving ve ry young childre n e x ­ 
pe rie nce s which now ma ke it 
possible tuse re cognition cha rts 
e a rlie r to te st vision. At a ge 
now, he sa ys, some childre n 
ca n distinguish be twe e n a pple s 
a nd pe a rs or othe r obje cts on 
such cha rts, to de te rmine if 
the y a re se e ing the ir world a s it 
re a lly is, ra the r tha n one dis­ 
torte d by visua l de fe cts. 


He a dvise s pa re nts to e x a m­ 
ine the pupil of the e ye s of chil­ 
dre n. Ordina rily, the pupil ha s 
a da rk a ppe a ra nce . A kind of 
“ white ” look to the pupil, from 
a re fle ction in the ba ck of the 
e ye , indica te s trouble . 
Norma l vision a t a young a ge 
ma y not re ma in tha t wa y, so 
pe riodic vision che cks a re re c­ 
omme nde d. 
The a da ge tha t a child ne e ds 
ve ry bright light shining ove r 
one shoulde r to sa ve him from 
e ye da ma ge wa s a n ove rse ll.

ma\ become tatigued this way. 
but no damage is done to the 
mechanism of seeing, or to the 
eyes themselves. For centuries, 
people read by candle light, oil 
lamps, even fireplace light In­ 
deed. too bright light can be as 
fatiguing to the eye muscles as 
it is too dim light. Watching TV 
is not harmful to a child’s eyes, 
but fatigue is avoided if he 
watches in a moderately lighted 
room 


Dr. Spalter adds a word about 
eye safety, cautioning about po­ 
tential injuries from BB guns, 
slingshots, darts, stones, and 
other hazards. Also, he sug­ 
gests, check on your child’s 
toys. Some have working parts, 
like propellers on toy airplanes, 
that are so made that parts 
may fly off and hit the child in 
the eye. 


And 
observe 
your 
child's 
eyes, says the American Acad­ 
emy of Pedia trics’ Council on 
Child Health. Seek medical ad­ 
vice if the child has unusually 
large eyes, appears sensitive to 
light, tears easily, has cloudi­ 
ness of the eyes or inflamma 
tion. or hemorrhage, or abnor 
mal 
eye movements. 
If he 
seems to have difficulty in fo­ 
cusing. or in picking up small 
objects, he needs medical a t­ 
tention. 
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Canadian beef impart limit 
ta cast U.S. $100 billian 


WA.SHINGTON lAP) 
An 
Agriculture Department export 
said today that a new import 
quota system for livestock and 
meat 
shipped 
into 
Canada 
threatens to take a $l(K)-million 
bite from U.S. farm exports 
Fiobcrt U. Anlauf of the dr 
partment’s 
Foreign 
Agricul­ 
tural Service said further the 
quotas could “ further a ggra ­ 
vate an already difficult m a r­ 
keting situation” between the 
two countries. 
Canada had been tightening 
import restrictions,particularly 
for cattle and beef for some 
time. Then, last April 9. the 
government flatly banned im ­ 
ports of slaughter cattle and 
beef unless they were certified 
as having never been exposed 
to the synthentic growth hor­ 
mone, DES. 
Canada later announced a 
new quota system beginning 
Aug. 12 and said that it would 
run for a full year. Meantime, 
a system of DES certification 
was agreed upon so that U.S. 
cattle and beef could begin en­ 
tering Canada again this fall. 
Anlauf. writing in a weekly 


issue of Foreign Agriculture, 
said the Canadian quotas apply 
also to other foreign suppliers 
such as Australia and New Zea­ 
land and thus could cause di­ 
versions of beef into the United 
States, the only major market 
when, 
severe 
import 
curbs 
have not been put into effect, 
Last week the American Na­ 
tional Cattlemen’s Association 
called for a complete embargo 
on imports of beef into the 
United States. 
In his analysis today, Anlauf 
said Canada apparently wants 
to roll back U S cattle and beef 
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imports to historical levels but 
fails to take into consideration 
what has happened lately re­ 
garding shifts in Canadian b e d 
grading standards. 


Anlaut said a new Canadian 
beef grading system in O ctobd 
1972 resulted in a severe de­ 
crease in the supply of animals 
in lower-grade categories. As a 
result, animals that had pre­ 
viously been mostly in the top 
grades destined for hotel and 
restaurant consumption were 
discounted heavily and graded 
in lower categories.

‘.‘At a rundown gas station far 
from a m ajor interstate high­ 
way , a greasy -faced mechanic 
lowers the hood on a hot ’70 
Malibu and grins, ‘Tht will be 
$75, Soldier, p lus p arts.’ 
‘‘With out-of-state p lates on a 
downed 
car, 
y ou’re 
at 
the 
mercy of the closest rep air sta ­ 
tion. But this doesn’t mean 
y ou’d get a better deal nearer 
y our own home. It’s all a p art of 
‘The Great American Automo­ 
bile Rep air Rip off.’ 
“ If tw enty -fiv e BILLION 
crisp dollar bills were stacked 
in 
the 
Astrodome 
and 
the 
money was withdrawn only to 
p ay for auto rep airs, every 
buck would be gone in a y ear, 
a lot of them wasted. 
‘‘The best defense is to learn 
y our automobile and how it 
functions. C onsidering how 
much money p eop le tie up in 
th e ir a uto m o b ile s, a basic 
course or two could certainly be 
considered an investment. In 
th e m e a ntim e , p lay d e fe n­ 
sively . Here are some rules: 
“ R ead 
w a r r a ntie s 
and 
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guarantees carefully . Look for 
the loop holes that will cost y ou 
later Do they include labor? 
‘‘Get an estim ate before sign­ 
ing. 
“ Ask to see the flat-rate book 
and ask what the shop ’s hourly 
rate is. Don’t let a dealer show 
y ou 
a 
commercial 
flat-rate 
book for rep airs. Commercial 
books allow more time than 
factory books. 
“Get the work order filled 
out in full before signing. Cross 
out all blank lines. 
“ Don’t take verbal p romises 
from any one. Get it in writing. 
“ Don’t let any shop take y our 
transmission or engine ap art 
until y ou’re sure it needs it. Get 
another op inion from another 
shop . 
“ Avoid p laces that advertise 
heavily . The odds are against 
y ou. Good shop s don’t need to 
buy ads. 
“ Paint or scratch an identify ­ 
ing m ark on major p arts to 
p revent being sold y our own 
gear. 
“ Don’t be afraid to back out if 
the p rice sounds too high. 
“ If the w ork is n’t done 
p rop erly , tell the hombre y ou 
intend to blow the whistle to the 
PTC, the DA’s office, y our 
sta te ’s Office of Consumer Af­ 
fa irs , the B e tter B usiness 
Bureau, and any body else y ou 
can think of. Then do it. —

The scandal of our 
school buses 


( Note: Today ’s column is written by Lew > 
A few weeks ago we rep orted, somewhat emotionally , that our 
three children were involved in a school bus accident. They were 
not seriously injured. But no thanks to: 
School bus m anufacturers who (with two ex cep tions) construct 
unsafe school buses, jeop ardizing the lives of m ore than 22 million 
children; 
D ep artm ent of Transp ortation officials who have accum ulated 
10 y ears worth of evidence of the p oor and unsafe construction of 
school buses, and y et continue to p ostp one meaningful step s to 
remedy the situation; 
Federal and state legislators who are m ore resp onsive to the 
wishes of the trucking industry who rep resent the school bus m anu­ 
facturers than they are to the demands of their constituents; 
School boards p urchasing buses from the lowest bidder and 
thus getting the minimum safety features when safe vehicles are 
available and not p rohibitive in cost , 
Parents, like Joanne and my self, who never really took an in­ 
terest in what kind of bus was carry ing our children —until it was 
almost too late. 
I am indebted for most of the information in this and the nex t 
column to Illinois State Rep resentative Susan Catania. 
Ms. Catania, the mother of five children, hap p ened to be driv­ 
ing behind a school bus one day and wondered if the children, w av­ 
ing to her from within, were wearing seat belts. From that initial 
sp eculation cam e a thorough study which reveals that our children 
are in grave danger each times they board a school bus. 
In 1965, federally sp onsored engineering tests showed that the 
hard-backed, metal-top p ed school bus seats were a serious safety 
hazard The test results concluded that “ the greatest single contri­ 
bution to school bus p assenger collision safety (would be) the p ad­ 
ded, high strength, high-bar safety seat 
Yet in 1973, the school bus industry was urging Congress not to 
p ass “ p anic” legislation which would require safe seats. 
For the school bus industry , a 300 p er cent increase in the num ­ 
ber of deaths in school bus accidents and an 80 p er cent increase in 
the num ber of children injured in school bus accidents was not suffi­ 
cient cause for stricter safety standards. 
But unsafe seats a re n’t the only features in school buses that 
are maim ing and killing children. Other federal tests ex p osed addi­ 
tional hazards. 
Substandard joints collap sed under ex trem e stress, p ermitting 
disintegration of the bus body , leaving gap ing holes through which 
p assengers could be (and were) ex p elled from the bus, and leaving 
raw m etal edges that could (and did)slice up p assengers that re ­ 
mained inside. 
Gas tanks located near the front door could be easily p unctured 
or crushed. The ty p ically weak bus body could cave in during roll­ 
overs, p ermitting foreign objects to p ierce the p assenger com p art­ 
ment. Lack of seat belts allowed children, esp ecially small ones, to 
p itch forward at the slightest jolt. 
The fact is that animals bound for the zoo are transp orted more 
safely than our children bound for school.

Your Child’s Ap p etite 
“ Mommy , I don’t like this. Do 
I have to eat it? ” 
Those words often create a 
dilem ma. But y ou might find it 
easier to solve if y ou remind 
y o urself that e a ting h a b its 
fo rm e d e a rly in childhood 
develop into lifetime p ractices. 
Frances Reeverts, Lee Coun­ 
ty Ex tension Adviser, em p h a­ 
sizes that indep endence in e a t­ 
ing is a desirable trait to be en­ 
couraged. But don’t leave to 
chance the learning of good 
judgment on y our child’s p art. 
Real 
nutritional 
deficiencies 
can result when a child limits 
his food intake to a few fa­ 
vored foods for a long time. 
A healthy , hap p y child is 
likely to have a good ap p etite 
when he has had enough sleep 
and ex ercise. Encourage y our 
child to p lay outdoors in good 
w eather. 
P l a nning 
w e ll- b a la nc e d 
meals for y our little one and 
serving meals at regular times 
is recommended. When y our 
child is not hungry , don’t force 
him to eat. And don’t worry . His 
ap p etite may vary from one 
meal to another and from one 
day to the nex t. 
Even very y oung children 
cop y the eating habits of other 
family m em bers. A food turned 
down by one m em ber of the 
family m ay also be refused by a 
toddler. The desire for certain 
foods is learned by imitation 
and rep etition, so encourage 
y our child to try a variety of 
foods. 
B e c a use gro w th p a tte rns 
among 
children 
vary , 
don’t 
com p are y our child with others. 
It’s normal for children to have 
p eriods of rap id growth follow­ 
ed by a p eriod in which growth 
is slow. And understandably , 
his ap p etite will diminish d ur­ 
ing the p eriods of slow growth. 
Encourage y our child to feed 
himself as soon as he seems 
re a d y . By se rv ing suita b le 
“ finger” foods when he begins 
to feed himself, y ou encourage 
his indep endence. When he can 
handle food served in m anage­ 
able strip s, wedges or cubes, he 
e x p e rie nc e s 
a 
feeling 
of 
achievement. And don’t be con­ 
cerned about 
table m anners 
until later when he is more 
skilled in using utensils. L earn­ 
ing to like food is w hat’s im ­ 
p ortant at this stage. 
KEEPING CLEAN 
Emulsion skin cleansers are 
elegant to use. They sometimes 
are p referred by women who 
like the fluidity and sp readabil- 
ity of a liquid for cleansing the 
face.

Allergy

“ We live in a sea of microor­ 
ganisms,” one doctor is fond of 
saying when talking of the vir­ 
uses and bacteria we are all ex­ 
posed to. But we are also swim­ 
ming in 
ragweed, 
feathers, 
dander and dust, as the words 
of the poem tell us. 
For most people, the dust and 
the pollen are no problem. For 
some 10 to 20 per cent of the 
population, however, one or 
more of them cause problems 
ranging from annoyance to se­ 
vere distress. These are the 
people who live in “ Allergy 
Town,” whose bodies do not tol­ 
erate the onslaught of these 
tiny, usually harmless, invad­ 
ers. 
The list of things that can 
cause allergic reactions seems 
alm ost 
without 
end—from 
chocolate to aspirin to milk to 
oysters. The allergy can mani­ 
fest itself as so-called hay fe­ 
ver, a reaction to ragweed pol­ 
len that usually affects the na­ 
sal and eye linings. It can pro­ 
duce eczema, a rough, scaly 
skin irritation. A food allergy 
can affect the surface of the 
stomach, the intestines. If the 
reaction is asthma, the dust or 
pollen has affected the lining of 
the bronchial tubes of the lungs, 
affecting breathing itself. 
What is an allergy? In gener­ 
al, it is a defect in the human 
immune system, our basic de­ 
fense against that sea of micro­ 
organisms. In a sense, we over­ 
react to the invader and hurt 
outselves. 
Usually, when a foreign pro­ 
tein such as a virus invades the 
body, our immune system m ar­ 
shals its defenses, producing 
substances called 
antibodies 
which attack the invaders, neu­ 
tralizing them. This is the same 
mechanism the body uses in 
trying to reject a transplanted 
heart. We should not go through 
all this when a grain of ragweed 
pollen enters our bodies, but 
some of us do. 
While the mechanism is not 
fully understood, a major part 
of the reaction is the release of 
a chemical in the body called 
histamine—too much of it. In a 
person with asthma, for exam­ 
ple, the histamine dilates the 
blood vessels of the bronchial 
tubes, producing a swelling that 
interferes with the passage of 
air. 
“ Asthma creates more asth­ 
ma,” says one specialist in res­ 
piratory diseases. He means 
that an attack of asthma tends 
to continue unless something is 
doen to intervene in the attack. 
The patient often reacts emo­ 
tionally to the difficulty in 
breathing and this itself con­ 
tributes to making the attack 
worse. 
But his remark also reflects 
the complexity of allergic reac­ 
tions. Fatigue, a virus infection 
such as a common cold, the di­ 
et, the emotions, lack of sleep, 
strong odors such as perfume 
or paint, cigarette smoke, alco­ 
hol—all these and more can ag­ 
gravate or contribute to an al­ 
lergic reaction. 
And there can be multiple ef­ 
fects. If the ragweed triggers 
an allergic reaction, the person 
may go over his threshold and 
begin to react to other things 
that had not been bothering him 
before, such as the level of 
common house dust in the bed­ 
room. 
Even a sudden change in 
temperature can trigger a re­ 
sponse. One young man with 
a history of asthma had spent 
several months along the hot, 
humid Gulf Coast of Mississip­ 
pi. Tanned, rested and feeling 
healthy, he journeyed to New 
York City without being ex­ 
posed to any sudden change in 
temperature until walking out 
of Pennsylvania Station and in­ 
haling a blast of sharp, wintry 
cold air. Instant asthma. 


One of the most striking signs 
of a child with allergy problems 
is known as the “allergic sa 
lute, ” rubbing the nose with the 
inside of the hand or back of the 
hand in an effort to ease his 
breathing problems by clearing 
the nasal passages. He may 
continuously breathe through 
his mouth. 
But recognizing an infant with 


allergy problems isn’t that ob­ 
vious, and it is complicated by 
the sim ilarity of some allergy 
problems to more common res­ 
piratory infections. A doctor’s 
diagnosis is, of course, essen­ 
tial, but there are some warn­ 
ing signs that a parent can call 
to the attention of the family 
doctor or pediatrician. 
Food allergy can be a prob­ 
lem under one year of age. This 
can show up as gas and colic, 
intestinal tract disorders, in 
spitting up large amounts of 
food repeatedly, trouble with 
the formula, and so on. Eczema 
and breathing problems should 
be considered warning signs. 
Ask your doctor. 
Once diagnosed, an allergy 
can be treated, although many 
people with allergies must live 
with them for a lifetime. Still, 
early treatment can help a 
great deal, and letting an aller­ 
gy go untreated can be ex­ 
tremely dangerous. An allergic 
child can be helped by drug 
treatment, by skin tests to try 
to find out what the offending 
substance is and avoiding that 
substance, and perhaps by in­ 
jections of the substance, tiny 
doses at first and gradually in­ 
creasing, to try to build up re­ 
sistance. 
While the doctor will handle 
the treatment, there are a num­ 
ber of things for the parents to 
consider. One of the most im­ 
portant things concerns the 
long-standing belief that aller­ 
gy is “ all in the mind,” that it is 
“ only psychosomatic.” 
This attitude can be danger­ 
ously interpreted into either be­ 
littling the child or, at the other 
extreme, overprotecting the al­ 
lergy victim. Allergy is primar­ 
ily a physical thing, a problem 
of the immune system, not a 
mental problem. Allergy can 
be, and is, aggravated by emo­ 
tional considerations, but so 
can many other ills. And to say 
that emotions aggravate a con­ 
dition is not the same as saying 
emotions cause the condition. If 


ragweed pollen triggers hay fe­ 
ver each autumn, and the hay 
fever is absent the rest of the 
year, it’s pretty clear that the 
primary problem is the rag­ 
weed pollen and the reaction of 
the body to it. 
So it is important to help the 
allergic child to live as normal 
a life as possible. 
Another quick 
solution 
to 
avoid, unless absolutely neces­ 
sary, is the “ move to Arizona” 
approach. Moving somewhere 
else will, of course, help some 
people, but others have found 
that a move to another location 
works for some months, until 
something else breaks through 
the barrier of the immune sys­ 
tem to start the troubles all 
over again. An expert physi­ 
cian’s judgment is essential be­ 
fore undertaking such a step. 
The allergy patient must be 
warned not to overdo the use of 
his medication. An asthma suf­ 
ferer, in particular, may be 
tempted to take more than the 
prescribed dose if he does not 
get relief to his breathing prob­ 
lems quickly enough. While this 
applies to medication in tablet 
form, it applies especially to 
the use of an oral inhalation de­ 
vice. Some doctors warn that it 
is often tempting to overuse 
such a device in the hope of get­ 
ting instant relief. 
Asthma medicine can cause 
serious problems if misused. 
There have been reports of 
deaths due to heart arrest from 
misuse of oral inhalators con­ 
taining a propellant. Some doc­ 
tors recommend instead the use 
of an inhalator activated by 
squeezing a bulb. 
Allergy, like the common 
cold, is one of the most wide­ 
spread of life’s medical trou­ 
bles. Seemingly simple, it is ac­ 
tually a most complex disease. 
If there are to be dramatic de­ 
velopments in the future to con­ 
trol allergic disease, they will 
likely come from the rapidly 
developing science of immunol­ 
ogy. There is hope. 
Congress launches 
committee struggle 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - A 
controversial proposal to real­ 
ign House committees touches 
off a bruising week in Con­ 
gress, with battles also ex­ 
pected over foreign aid and 
funds for former 
President 
Richard M. Nixon. 
The House has set aside a 
full week for the intramural 
struggle over committees. 
Opponents will try to prevent 
consideration of the measure 
today by seeking to defeat the 
resolution that brings it to the 
floor. Failing there, they hope 
to convince the Democrats at a 
special party caucus Tuesday 
that it should be put off until 
next year. 
The bill, drafted by a special 
committee headed by 
Rep. 
Richard Bolling, D-Mo., would 
eliminate 
two 
committees, 
drastically revise the jurisdic­ 
tion of most others, and limit 
membership to one major com­ 
mittee. 
The last time the committees 
were shuffled was in 1948 and 
supporters of the bill claim the 
proposed changes would permit 
Congress to operate more ef­ 
ficiently. 
The opponents are backing a 
substitute proposal that leaves 
committee 
jurisdictions 
un­ 
touched but would make some 
procedural changes. They say 
the sweeping changes proposed 
in the Bolling bill would cause 
such confusion and resentment 
that the House would be unable 
to function. 
The House will take time out 


from the committee fight to act 
on a couple of appropriations 
bills, including one that would 
provide $398,000 to help Nixon 
make the transition from the 
White House to private life. 
The sum was cut from the 
$850,000 figure proposed by the 
Ford administration and an ef­ 
fort to reduce it further is ex­ 
pected. The vote is due Tues­ 
day. 
Also on the Senate agenda is 
the foreign aid authorization 
bill, but 
the administration 
strongly opposes a number of 
restrictive amendments that 
have been added by the For­ 
eign Relations Committee. 
The Senate is scheduled to 
act today on a bill providing 
appropriations for programs 
and agencies that have not yet 
had their regupar money bills 
passed. It contains a provision 
that would cut off military aid 
to Turkey, but it is not as strict 
as the one passed by the House 
last week.

Hill said those who were 
treated unfairly should be com­ 
pensated with government ben­ 
efits previously denied them. 
Nearly 70 per cent of all 
American servicemen who have 
received dishonorable dis­ 
charges are black, Hill said.. 
The petition said a careful re­ 
view will show that most of the 
discharges were issued for m i­ 
nor infractions and were dis­ 
criminatory. 
The Chicago-based 
associ­ 
ation is made up of 1,500 Ma­ 
rine veterans from across the 
nation.

MOSCOW (A P) — Soviet ab­

Recalls liberty's awful price 
*' ®®

W ASH IN GTO N - (N E A ) 
Maxwell Davenport Taylor is a 
general, 
an 
ambassador, 
presidential military advisor, a 
West Point superintendent. 
Lincoln Center arts executive, 
all retired. He is a writer of 
books and olds 30 decorations 
from his own and other coun­ 
tries. 
Today he wears but 
one 
decoration on his chest, the 
alligator 
emblem 
of 
the 
LaCoste tennis shirt, because 
Max Taylor, at 73, does combat 
only on the tennis court. He is 
said to wield the racquet with 
the elan that marked him as an 
airborne commander in Sicily, 
Normandy and Holland. 
He is stimulated now by an­ 
ticipation of a return to Holland 
to participate in a celebration 
by the Dutch of the 30th an­ 
niversary of their liberation, 
starting Sept. 17. 
Freedom for the Dutch after 
four years of Nazi tyranny 
bepn when 35,000 Allied troops 
drifted out 
of 
sunny 
skies 
starting Sept. 17,1944. This was 
the start of “ Operation Market- 
Garden,’’ a bold effort to seize a 
string of highways and bridges 
behind German lines so as to 
spring Field Marshall Bernard 
Law Montgomery’s armor and 
infantry across the Rhine, 
flanking the Siegfried Line and 
exposing the German arsenal in 
the Ruhr. 
Market-Garden has long been 
written off as a dismal military 
disaster because it failed to 
achieve its aims and cost a 
bitter 
price 
in 
men 
and 
material. It has been the sub­ 
ject of numerous literary post 
mortems, the latest of which is 
“ A Bridge Too Fa r’’ by Cor­ 
nelius Ryan, to be (Hiblished 
this month. To the Dutch, how­ 
ever, the great Allied air drop 
was the beginning of their 
release and now they want to 
celebrate it. 
Many aspects of the opera­ 
tion, Taylor recalls, went 
almost flawlessly. U.S. para­ 
troopers hit their drop zones in 
the 
sodden 
polders 
near 
Eindhoven and Nijmegen amid 
German 
troops 
partially 
reorganized from the long 
retreat across France and Bel­ 
gium. 
Most 
of 
the 
gliders 
skidded to safe landings to 
disgorge reinforcements of 
troops, artillery, signal equip­ 
ment and medical supplies. 
“ Almost as soon as we hit the 
ground the Dutch underground 
were out to greet us with in­ 
formation about the enemy,’’ 
Taylor remembers. 
“ They 
were well-organized and wore 
orange brassards on the sleeve 
for identification.’’ (The House 
of Orange is the royal Dutch 
family.) 
Taylor’s 101st Airborne had 
the mission of taking 
Ein ­ 
dhoven and clearing a 20-mile 
stretch 
of 
highway 
leading 
north 
toward 
Nijmegen. 
Nijmegen was the 82nd Air­ 
borne’s assignment and that 
drop too went relatively well. 
The northernmost target of 
the airbomes was the water- 
girded city of Arnhem and 
there the 9,000 men of the crack 
British 1st Airborne Division 
had the misfortune to settle 
upon two German armored 
divisions. They were forced to 
withdraw with a loss of more 
than 6,000 men killed or taken 
prisoner. 
British Guards Armor, which 
was supposed to dash up the 
lightly held roadway held bv 
the Americans to relieve British 
paratroopers beleaguered at 
Arnhem, dawdled up the road 
days behind schedule. Taylor 
recalls: “ 1 understand some­ 
body told them the bridge at 
Zon had blown up in our faces 
so they decided to take their 
time instead of rushing up the 
Bailey bridges as I requested.’’ 
As a result of the British 
debacle. Operation Market- 
Garden has been remembered 
largely as a military disaster. 
Allied casualties totalled 17,000 
compared with about 12,000 on 
D Day in Normandy. 
The American lOlst and 82nd 
drops were, however, no small 
success because thev freed a 
large chunk of Holland and 
sent the Germans reeling into 
their homeland, bloodied and 
* confused. 
“ The Dutch were remarka­ 
ble,’’ says Taylor. “ We never 
had to set up military govern­ 
ment in a Dutch town. They just 
moved into the town hall and 
commenced 
running 
their 
communities again. Far ahead 
of our advance they sent back 
valuable 
information 
on 
German concentrations over 
the domestic telephone line 
which the Germans hadn’t had 
time to dismantle. I shall be 
interested to see my Dutch 
friends again.’’ 
General Taylor will also visit 
* the place he won his Purple 
Heart with what he describes as 
“ shameful ease.’’ At an ob­ 
servation point near the Rhine 
* the General 
“ had a 
ren­ 
dezvous’’ with a German shell. 
“ When I opened my eyes," 
Taylor recalls, “ there was my 
bug-eyed sergeant hanging out 
of the window of the belfrey 
calling 
to 
his 
telephone 
operator, 
‘Joe, 
I 
think 
the 
Krauts just got the old man in 
the tail.’ ’’
